Bet $200 to $500 Daily. 

“T began betting: on the horses 
when the Fairmount track opened 
three vears ago. I started with 
small bets, say $5 a day, and ‘-

at the track and some with “book- 
les’ around town. 

“About nine-tenths of the mon- 
ey I took from the bank was lost 
on the races.

Has Three Children. 

Brinkmann is 45 years old. He 
resides at 5133 Maffitt avenue with 
his wife and three .children. 

The bakery business in which 
Rrinkmann invested is the Fried 
Cream Cake Co., 2215 Missouri ave- 
nue, East St. Louis. Last March 
Brinkmann and two other em- 
ployes of the bank bought the busi- | 
ness from the widow of the found- | 
er, Jasper James Laidlaw, who had | 
started with one wagon and a | 
secret recipe for doughnuts. About | 
$5000 was involved in the deal. 

Brinkmann and his associates 
expanded the company until they 
had 14 trucks, 17 bakers and 17} 
girls who spread chocolate and} 
cocoanut on the fancy doughnuts. 
They flooded St. Louis and en-/| 
virons with their products, and | 
“stales”"—the trade name for re- 
turned goods—were large. 

Brinkmann was secretary of the | 
firm, the president being W. E. |

bank: Stephen Jarvis, secretary of | 
the trust company, was the third) 
partner, but later sold out.

HE poised chest shot is very 
T good for the criss cross style 
of play. However, it can be 
used in any system. The aggres- 


' sive methods of defense has re- 


sulted in this shot. Many play- 
ers prefer this shot because of 
the quick getaway of the ball and 
because its form helps to make 
the basket.
